Transportation Company.

tFrom Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ott.\\v.\, Sept. 17. — Williard Salisbury, 
of Wilmington, Del., to-day interviewed 
Minister Sifton in connection with the 
progress of the Yukon Mining, Trading 
and Transportation Co., of which he is 
preaident. He informed tbe minister 
that the company's agents had located a 
line from the head of deep water naviga- 
tion on Taku inlet to Lake Teslin, and 
had found a line with easy grades and 
not difficult of construction. The com- 
pany are sendinc; a eawniill to Tealia 
lake at once. Mr. Salisbury offered to 
transport the minister comfortably over 
the route to Teslin lake and return in 
two weeks. 

Most of the ministers wlio attended 
tho Laurier banquet in Montreal re- 
turned tonight. There will be a cabinet 
council to-morrow, when Mr. Casey, 
M.P., hopes) hie scheme to work the gov- 
ernment reserve claims will be put 
through. Among those who are push- 
ing the scheme are Messrs. Sutherland, 
M.P.; Tisdale, M.P.; Hon. J. M. Gib- 
son, Toronto; Hon. J. Macmillan, Win- 
nipeg; Lieut. -Col. Otter, and G. E. 
Casey, M.P. 

Two mails from the Yukon, one com- 
ing by St. Michael's and the other by 
the niore direct overland route to Dyea, 
are now to hand. Both contain the 
same intelligence that famine, fever and 
hardship are the rule at Dawson, tlmt 
3,000 people will have no shelter other 
thrtn tents to pass the rigor of an Arctic 
winter, and that supplies are already all 
sold. 

An cirort will be made as early as pos- 
sible to place stores at dillorent points 
along the route from Lake Tagish to 
Dawson by means of dog trains. 

It is feared that the Administrator's 
party will have in some instances to 
winter at these posts, and certainly they 
will have to foot every step on snow 
shoes.

British Troops in India Agfaiu En- 
gage the Enemy With 
Severe Losses.

"CIRCASSIA" TOWED IN. 

Her Passengers Landed All Well After 
TUeir Long Drift. 

Qdeenstown, Sept. 17. — The overdue 
Anchor line steamer Circassia, which 
left Xew York on August 28 for Glas- 
gow, and which should have reached 
port 'on Thursday, September 9, was 
sighted this morning off Kinsale Head 
in tow of the British steamer Memnon, 
Capt. Bates, from Montreal September 3 
for Avonmouth, 

Tiie passengers of the Circassia were 
landed here this evening all well. The 
Memnon met the Circassia on Monday 
last, September 13, when the two ves- 
sels were about 600 miles weatof Queens- 
town, the. Anchor line steamer having 
drifted eastward about 230 miles. The 
accident which disabled the Circassia 
occurred on Saturday, September 4,- 
about 900 miles from New York. 



THE MINERS' STRIKE. 

Nothing New in the Hazleton Situation— 
Follsh Mass Ueetlnss Abandoned, 

Wii.f;esi!af!UE, Pa., Sept. 17.— Sheriff 
Martin returned from Hazleton at noon 
to-day. He said there was nothing new 
to report. " So long as there are so 
many idle men," said the sheriff, " there 
will be danger of an outbreak. I have 
no donbt if the men returned to work 
peace and goodwill would be soon re- 
stored." For some reason or other the 
big Polish mass meetings ordered to take 
place in various towns in Luzernocounty 
tiave been postponed. One reason as- 
siuned is that the Austrian legation at 
Washington looks on the meetings as en- 
tirely unnecessary. The Polish alliance 
in Chicago, which has contributed .VI, 000 
to the relief of the families of tho Ivati- 
mer victims, is also opposed to public 
demonstrations outside of the strike dis- 
trict. 



CUBAN REBELS CONFIDENT. 

They Believe Tliey Can Win Without Any 
Help From the United States. 

New York, Sept. 17. — A special to tbe 

Herald from Havana says: The Cuban 
army is not counting upon any action 
the I'nited States government may take 
towanls ending the war. The rebels are 
prepared to light it out on their own ac- 
couur. Ill I'inar del liio tho insurgentB 
liavc a lightini! force of three thousand 
men. who are well armed, but in a bad 
way for clothing and supplies. During 
the last wci k the Cubans have attacked 
and captured the town of Caudelaria, on 
the Western railroad. In Havana prov- 
ince there are at least five thousand 
men under Castillo. Tliey are now well 
supplied with .vinter clotiiing and pre- 
pared for an aggressive campaign. 

General Gomez is in this province, 
and baa captured tbe town of Placetas. 
East Jucar-Moron, the trocha country, 
is practically at the mercy of the rebels. 
Ualixto Garoia'a recent victories have 
already been recounted. 

ANDREE'S BALLOON. 

Believed to Have Been Seen a Few Days 
Ago in Arctic Russia. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 17.— A tele- 
graphic message received here from 
Krasnoyarsk, in the interior of Siberia, 
says that on September 14, at 11 p.m., 
the inhabitants of the village of Antzi- 
firoskkoje, in the district of Veniseisk. 
in Arctic Russia, saw a balloon, which is 
believed to be that of Prof. Andree, tho 
Swedish fcronaut, who left the island of 
Tromsoe shortly before 2:30 p.m., .Inly 
11, in an attempt to cross the polar re- 
gion. The balloon, it is added, was in 
sight for five minutes.

Camp Anayat, via Panjkora, Sept. 17. 
—(5 p.m.) — Severe fighting has taken 

place between the second brigade of 
General Sir Bindon Blood's division and 
the Momunds, The British loss waa 
about 140 killed and wounded. The 
brigade had moved out to attack the 
Momunds in the valley north of the 
camp to punish them for the aasault 
Tuesday night upon the force of General 
Jeffries at the foot of Pawat Fasa. The 
Bengal Lancers found the enemy en- 
trenched on the hills about eight miles 
distant. The Thirty-fifth Sikhs were 
ordered to make the attack. The regi- 
ment was supported by four guns of a 
mountain battery and six companies of 
the Bulls. Tlie Sikhs drove the enemy 
into the hills, but the eventually fell 
back upon the Buffs before superior 
numbers. The enemy then advanced 
against the left fiank, drove back the 
cavalry and surrounded a company of 
Sikhs. The cavalry charged brilliantly 
and relieved tho Sikhs. The Sikhs and 
the Guides coming up swept the enemy 
back. The force halted for some time, 
destroying the enemy's towers, and 
then retired. A company of Sikha on 
the hilla to the extreme right waa hard 
pressed and waarnnning short of ammu- 
nition, when tbe general ofBcer com- 
mading moved the Guides forward to 
their relief which was gallantly accom- 
plished. The Guides carried the wound- 
ed Sikhs back-and executed the with- 
drawal in good order, though the enemy 
pressed them hard. Darkness came on 
iJefore the force reached the camp, 
and the Guides with General Jef- 
feries and his escort of Buffs, 
became ' separated from the column 
which passed them in the gloom. Gen- 
eral Jefferies remained with the guns 
and took up a position in a village. The 
enemy had occupied a part of the village, 
and the escort not being strong enough 
to expel them they had inflicted consid- 
erable loss on the little party before 
Mdjor Wortledge, with two companies, 
cacti composed of Sikha and Guides, 
came up and compelled them to retire. 
A large body of cavalry and the thirty- 
eight Dogras left the camp and brought 
in the whole detachment. Oapt. Bircti 
ane Lieut. Watson behaved with great 
gtdlantry. Capt. Hughes and Lieut 
Crawford were killed. 

The Pmll's lost one killed and seven 
wounded; the Sikhs 21 killed and 42 
wounded ; the Guides 2 killed and 10 
wounded; the gunners 7 killed and 21 
wounded, and tlie sappers 3 killed and 
16 wounded. Two Bengal Lancera were 
wounded. Many horses and mules were 
killed. 

LoN'DO.N, Sept. 18. — All tho morning 
papers comment upon the British re- 
verse north of Camp Annayat. The Daily 
Telegraph says : " vVhether it was due 
to rashness or to aome not yet explained 
cause, it will be a matter of unfeigned 
sorrow. When we read of tlie loss of so 
many valuable lives we can only deplore 
a casualty which, though it will doubt- 
less be speedily avenged, casts a gloom 
upon the happier intelligence received 
from Fort Culistan." 

The Standard says: "The interrup- 
tion of the advance is every wliere de- 
plorable. It is absolutely necessary to 
retrieve tho reverses and meanwhile the 
enemy, wlio are said to be disheartened 
and disinclined to light, will bo encour- 
aged to organize a dotermineil 
redstance. Probably the third bri- 
gade, which has reached Nawagai, 
will retrace its steps in order 
to support General Jefferies. It is im- 
possible to offer an explanation of tbe 
tniehap. We must remember, however, 
that it occurred in a country never be- 
fore traversed by European troopa and 
very little known, the country of the 
Momunds, who also knew very little of 
the strength ultimately to be em- 
ployed against them. But there is 
reason to fear once again, that a 
lack of complete intelligence as to 
the disposition of the enemy 's strength 
has led our commanders to undertake an 
operation that cannot i>e pushed tlirough. 
Further details ari' awaited with anxiety. 
It must Oe hoped lliat the Indian gov- 
ernment will give Sir William LoLkhart 
a perfectly free hand to choose Ins own 
men. He must not be bound by red 
tape regulations. Much has yet to bo 
done before peace and order will bo re- 
stored."

AVliile Creat Britain Has Scrnim-

The Comiugr Couierence. 



Losnos, Sept. 18. — The Times morn- 
ing publisheB the giet of the correepon- 
dencB between Secretary Sherman and 
Lord Salisbury in the Beliring pea con- 
troverey. Tlie booli covers a period be- 
ginning with 1S95 and endipg with July 
30 of the preeent year. Altogether there 
are 107 dispatohea, which show that the 
United States has pressed for revision 
since January, 1890, The Times re- 
marlcs: "ThouRli Mr. Sliermau has so 
far forgot liimBelf as to sign the famoua 
dispatch, we cannot suppose that be 
actually wrote it." Only the conclud- 
ing paragraph of the dispatch is repub- 
lished, all the terms deemed discour- 
teous being omitted. The Times then 
adds : 

" Lord Salisbury wisely refrained from 
answering tlie deapatch in detail. He 
contined himself to imparting a short 
note to Ambassador Hay, dated July 
1S!)7, atatiiiK that the ^overnmeiit was 
willing to agi-eo to a meeting of the ex- 
perts in October, preferably in Washing- 
ton, an(i that other portions of Mr. 
Sherman's despatch, in eo far as they 
required any reply from Her >iajeaty'a 
government, had been answered by an- 
ticipation in deapatehea Lord Salisbury 
had addressed to Sir Julian Pauncefote 
on April 22 and May 2, which had been 
communicated to the government of the 
United States on July 2G." 

A long letter from the Colonial Oflice 
to the Foreign OtBce signed Edward 
Wincfleld, occupying four columns of 
small print in the Times, deals with Mr. 
Sherman's deapatcli in detail. In tliia 
document, which is prepared by Mr. 
Chamberlain, the latter points out that 
Mr. Slierman'Q contention that the ex- 
termination of furbeariiig acals lias been 
practically accomplished, cannot liave 
cume to pass, as in lliatcase there would 
be nothing at all to form the subject 
matter of negotiations. 

The despalch explains that the object 
of the conference is to arrive if possible 
at correct conclusions lespectiiig the 
numbers, conditions and habits of the 



FEELS PROUD OF CANADA. 

sir Wilfrid Laurier Feelii TbatVHis Dreams 
of This Country's Greatness Have 
Been Realired. 

MoNTHiJAr,, Sept. 17. — The following 
are extracta from Sir Wilfrid Laurier's 
speech last night: " I was in the land of 
my ancestors whea the telegraph wires 
flashed the news that Great Britain had 
denounced the treaties which alio haa 
maintained for twenty years and more 
with Germany and Belgium. Wliat 
was Canada before that day on the 
continent of Europe'.' What waa it 
in France, in (.iennany and every- 
where else? Simply a name — a 
blotch on the map, and nothing more. 
But when the day came that at the 
instance of Canada, Britain, a great 
nation, had denounced her treaties with 
Germany and Belgium and signified to 
the German zollverein and the Belgian 
kingdom that twelve montha hence these 
treaties would ceaao— on that day I felt 
proud to be a citizen of Canada, beeanae 
on that day my dreams were realized, 
and Canada became a factor among the 
nations of the earth. Let me eay what 
is equally true, that though we are a 
nation, we still form part of the great 
British JCmpiro, Lot ine utter this — I 
speak not my sentiments alone, but tlie 
sentiments of you all — this last conces- 
sion of colonial liberty haa been, in the 
hearts of everyone of ns, followed by 
the strengthening of the bond of im- 
perial unity." 

Sir Wilfrid then proceeded to speak of 
the various evidences that the dawn of a 
new day had opened on Canada, and that 
for the lirst time, perhaps, as never be- 
fore, there is a couBciousneaa of tlieirown 
strengtli. Proceeding in the sanieatrain, 
the premiar referred to the Uuited States, 
He said: "The American republic to- 
day haa no more land to offer Europe, 
but we have in Canada countless mil- 
lions of the boat and most fertile soil to 
ofl'er, not only to Europeun immigration 
but to American immigration as well. 
For many years and generations the 
.•American republic lias taken from ua 
some of the Iteat blood and sinew and 
muscle of Canada. I tliink the day is 
not far distant when tliia state of tilings 
can be reversed and wtien we can have 
on our soil some of the best blood and

Tlie area ia so vast tliat the obser- 
viitiona made in any one Beason must 
necessarily cover only a small part of it; 
but thanks to the very excellent work 
already done under the direction of the 
Department of Lands and Works, only a 
few connecting links have to be made to 
put the public in possession of all the 
material facts relatinj: to it.

THE KITAMART ROUTE. 

The announcement that the govern- 
ment has sent a surveyor to look over 
the country between Kitamabt Inlet and 
the .Skeena ia exceedingly interuating, 
and shows the ministera to be alive to 
the interests of the province. Informa- 
tion in regard to this portion of British 
Columbia ia much needed. In a general 
way the region is believed to be an 
excellent one, but a specific report re 
mains to be made. Kitamabt Inlet ia 
the prolongation of Dous^lag Channel, 
which opens into the Ocean in l.ititiuiu 
53 deg. North. Douglas Channel and 
the Inlet form a magnificent body of 
water, deep, well protected and abso' 
lutely free from rocks. One who ii 
familiar with this arm of the aea said to 
the CoLo.visT : "The flagehip could sail 
to the head of the inlet in the blackest 
night that ever was, if she kept her 
search liKhts eoinR so as to keep clear of 
the shore." The surface of the country 
between the Inlet and Skeena river is 
known to be remarkably level. It ia 
hardly necessary for a survey party to 
go over the ground to settle its adapta- 
bility for railway construction, but of 
course an ofBcial report on the route 
muat be obtainable before the govern- 
ment can take any action in regard to it 

The nature of the country on either 
side of the probable route of a railway is 
only imperfectly known, but the infor- 
mation available is of the most en- 
couraging nature. All reports agree that 
the surface is much more level than 
other portions of the Coast and that very 
fine grazing lands and large areaa adapt 
ed for farming are found there. Very 
great interest attaches to thia, from the 
fact that the distance in a straight line 
from the head of the Inlet to the head of 
Like des Francaia is only about seventy- 
live miles and around thia lake and 
down the valley of the Nechaco ia one of 
the finest stretches of agricultural land 
Iq the Northwest. A. L. Poudrier, P.L. 
S., writing in 1894, says of this region : 
" The soil ia rich and in a great part 
oi)en. The general altitude ia much 
lower than all the surrounding country, 
the climate is milder and the principal 
crops can be erown without trouble." 
Speaking of the north bank of the Ne- 
chaco, where he aays there are vaat areaa 
that would be very easily cleared, he 
u=ea thoHR words, " The soil almost 
everywhere ia of the richest quality. It 
is composed of line white silt with clay 
subsoil ; in souiu parts the silt attains 
the deplli of forty feet. Not only ia the 
graaa very luxuriant on the praries, but 
even in the wooded portion pea-vines 
and vetches of difl'eront species grow to 
such a height aa to render travelling 
very diflicult." Mr. Poudrier accounts 
for the favorable climate not only l)y the 
low altitude of the country, but by the 
existence of " a great low trough con- 
nectin)<! the interior with the ocean." 

North of Lake des Francais and the 
Necbaco are the Bulkley and other val- 
leys where there ia much land well 
adapted for fariuir.g and lying at a low 
altitude, and besides thia there are vast 
areaa of the finest of grazing ground 
This valuable country extends all the 
way north to Telegraph Creek on the 
Stickeen. There ia not the alightest 
doubt aa to the value, from the stock- 
raiser'a and farmer's standpoint, of all 
this great interior region, and the indi- 
cations are that it will bo of equal im- 
portance from the miner's standpoint. 

Speaking of the region between Kita- 
mabt Inlet and Skeena river, Charica 
Horetsky, O.E., said in bis report to the 
Dominion government in 1874, that at 
the head of tlio Inlet there is a wide, 
level valley. '' This valley ia about four 
miles wide and extonda for a long dis- 
tance nortliward. I''roin an elevated 
position I had a very line view of it, and 
I am tolerably certain that very easy 
ground intervenes between the head of 
the Inlet and Skeena river. I may re- 
mark that in no other locality, 
during the season's oiierationa, did I ace 
such an extent of level land." Mr. 
Horetsky did not find a pass through the 
mountaiiiH to the interior, but 
his (jxplorationa were cut short 
by very bad weather. There seems, 
however, to be very h'gb ground; 



THE WATER BILL 

AND MR. COTTON. 

The News-Advertiser deals at length 
with what it calls " the policy of the 
opposition," but oddly ouoiigh does not 
mention " the first and neceesary issue" 
—that is, the repealed distribution plan 
of 1890. The Bo-called policy conaists of 
a lot of miacellaneous scolilinua. There 
are two alhrniative propoaiiions in the 
diatribe. Cne is that the government 
eliould derive some direct and tangible 
beuelit from the great resources of the 
province; the other that the Water 
Clauaea Consolidation Act is a "botch." 
The first is an indefinite statement that 
may mean much or nothing, and if we 
may judge of the action of the opposi- 
tion iu the legislature and their pro- 
nouncementa in the Semlin-Cotton plat- 
form, it means nothing at all. The 
latter would come better from the News 
Advertiser if that paper would, before 
denouncini; the act in question in such 
terms, give Mr. Cotton, M.P.P., the 
dreaaing down he deserves for permitting 
Bucli a botch to become the law of the 
land without his determinedj^protest 
If our memory has not played us a very 
shabby trick, Mr. Cotton was a sort of 
godfather to thia botch. If there was 
one thing upon which Mr. Cotton was 
supposed to be posted, it was the water 
question. He was very active in the 
paaaage of the act. Certainly he spoke 
often and well when the bill was before 
the house. He made many suggestions 
that were adopted, he helped polish up 
the bill in a variety of ways. On more 
than one occasion he took credit for the 
fact that he was rising above party poll 
tics. Never once did he declare the bill 
a "botch," even before he aided 
shaping it; nor did he ever aay so after 
the bill waa passed. Now we venture to 
say that the bill wonld not dow be a 
" botch " in the opinion of the Newa- 

Advertiser if ; but the thing did not 

happen, ao there is no uae in talking 
about it. Will Mr. Maxwell kindly say 
if the terms of hia option are .-iucli that 
the NewB-Advertiaer ia under au obliga- 
tion to stultify Mr. Cotton's whole career 
during the last session of the legislature? 

To aid our contemporary in doing ample 
justice to Mr. Cotton's groaa remiaaness 
of duty in the premises, we beg to refer 
it to its issue wherein the proceedings of 
the legislatureof March IGtb are printed, 
and it will there lind the report of a 
speech by Mr. Cotton, which we may 
aaaume had Mr. Cotton's sanction before 
it waa printed. We are quite certain 
that he did not rise to a breach of privi- 
lege and complain that he waa incor- 
rectly reported, bo that we think the 
Newa- Advertiser may aasume that what 
it reported Mr. Cotton as saying ia what 
he did actually say. The speed; waa on 
the second reading of the Water Clauses 
Consolidation Act. At the outset we 
find him reported aa aaying: " He had 
to congratulate the Attorney-General on 
the care shown in its compilatiuii," 
whicli is pretty strong praise for a 
" botch." He went on to say that he 
understood from the Attorney-General 
that amendments were necessary, and 
he instanced some particulars in 
which he thought diaufi^tia should be 
made. When the Ijill waa in committee 
the reports showed that he was active in 
auggesting changes, and secured the 
adoption of some of them. In the 
course of hia speech on second read- 
ing ho expressed at intervals his ap- 
proval of the bill in language like the 
following: '• He was much pleased with 
the care shown in apecifying the con- 
ditions under which water powers ('oiild 
be ac(iuired " ; " Ho waa of opinion that 
it certain amendments were made, 
making more exact certain recjuire- 
mente, the act could be made to work 
almost automatically " ; " Aa for the 
policy laid down for municipal water- 
works he quite agreed with it." And ho 
on ho apoke, criticizing mildly here and 
there, and at limes taking care to have 
it understood that he knew juat a little 
more about the buainesa than any 
other living man, and closing with 
the following, which really ought 
to have been rewarded with 
something more than a Pisgali glance at 
the promised land; "On the wliole, 
the Attorney-General waa to be warmly 
congratulated on the bill, and Ik; had 
much pleasure in extending hia ac- 
knowledgmenta to him for what he had 
done,"

THE DIFFUSION OF METALS. 

ThediU'uEion of metala through rock 
matter, so aa to form aft ore, ia one of 
the most important facta in connection 
with mineralogy, and is a subject upon 
which there is a great deal of specula- 
tion. As a general proposition it may 
be said that ore grows richer in propor- 
tion to the depth from the surface from 
which it ia taken, and thia quite with- 
out regard to the position of the stratum, 
lode or vein in which it ia found. So in- 
variable ia thia rule that mining men are 
aatiafied with meagre surface assays, so 
confident are they that if the vein matter 
extends deeply enough good ore will be 
lound. Those who think about the rea- 
son of it are generally satisfied to ac- 
couut for thia gradation from very lean 
ore on the surface to very rich ore at 
great depth, by attributing it to grav- 
ity. They suppose that molten matter 
containing the metals was Injected into 
the rock crevicea and that before it had 
time to cool the heavier metala sank to 
the bottom, fragmentary ijortions being 
caught higher up aa the cooling proceas 
went on. If they do not accept this ex- 
planation, they adopt aomo other; but 
in whatever theory is relied on, gravity 
ia the maater force. 

All students of chemistry know what 
is meant by the diffusion of gasea and 
liquids. If two gases, one heavier than 
the other, are put into a receptacle, the 
heavier gas sinks to the bottom and the 
lighter gas floats. This can be il- 
lustrated by a number of ex- 
periments. If the gases be al- 
lowed to stand undisturbed, they will 
gradually become mixed, the heavier gas 
becoming diU'uaed through the space oc- 
cupied by the lighter, and vici> ii'risn. 
Tlie same thing happens with liiiuids. 
No one ever suspected until very recently 
that Bolids would act in this way, but it 
appears that they do. 

Prof. Le Neve Foster, of the Roy a 
College of Science, when in this city as a 
member of the British Association, told 
of an interoHting experiment tried by an 
English professor of chemistry. The 
professor last referred to made a cylinder 
of gold and a cylinder of lead of equal 
dimensions, and placed the lead upon 
the gold so as to make a cylinder, the 
lower part of which waa gold and the 
upper part lead. He exposed this cylin' 
der to heat, inauflicient to melt the leat^ 
and of course very fur below the meltinj; 
point of gold, and left it ao exposed for 
two or three days. Then be took the 
cylinder and cut the lead portion into 
ringa and retorted the lead. From 
each ring he got a button of gold, that 
from the ring made from the top of the 
cylinder being very small, that from the 
second ring larger, and so on. Professor 
Foster aaid that this was One of the mos 
interesting of recent discoveriea, and in 
dicated that we are only on the threshold , 
ao to speak, of knowledge of the proper- 
ties of metala. It is very clear that 
gravity could have jtlayed no part in 
this diffusion, which operated directly in 
antagoniHm t^i that law. If the leail had 
been at the bottom and the gold at the 
top, we might imagine that in some un- 
explained way the heavier metal tra 
veiled down through the lighter, but the 
fact waa that the heavier travelled up 
through the lighter. The experiment 
shows a hitherto unexplained property 
of gold, and it ia not reaaonable to 
suppose that this property of diffuaion ia 
confined excluaively to one metal. 

This experiment snggesta that the 
presence of gold and other metala on 
surface outcroppings of veina may in 
many cases bo duo to diHaaion from be- 
low. The traces of gold found in so 
many of our leilgea may have travelled 
up from below, and their presence may 
be an indication that somewhere beneath> 
if the vein be followed far enough, ex 
tremely ri,di ore may be found. It might 
bo argued from tliia that in some cases 
niasaea of gold may Ije found at extreme 
depttiB, and that to such masaca we are 
to look for the origin of nuggets an 
placer gold generally, but it would be 
useless to push the euggeation any 
further than we have done above. The 
value of such a scientific fact, if it be 
one, upon practical mining ia an un- 
known ([uantity aa yet. We cannot go 
any further juat now than to say that it 
ia extremely interesting, but the two 
cylinders of the London professor may 
be the beginning of a revolution in 
metallurgy.

This ore comes from the bottom of the 
Tiger shaft at a distance of 35 feet from 
the surface. The ore extends across the 
shaft but how much further is not 
known as so far only one wall has been 
struck. 

Tiiic 6re department were called out 
yesterday morninu to extinguish a small 
blaze in the roof of the parsonage of the 
Metropolitan Methodist church. The 
garden hose judiciously applied aa soon 
as the fire was discovered, and the 
assistance of the chemical engine soon 
afterwards, quickly extinguished the 
little blaze.

DUMPED ON DABCEY ISLAND. 

A Steveston Leper Placed Tbere Without 
Leave Being Asked. 

Dr. Fraser, the city health oflicer, re- 
ceived the iiiforinatioii yesterday that a 
Chinese leper from Steveaton bad been 
placed on D.ircey island some days ago 
by the Steveston authorities. The first 
known of the matter here was a letter 
received by Dr. Davie, chairman of the 
provincial board of health, from Dr. 
Clendennan, health ollicer at Stevestou, 
that a leper discovered at Steveaton had 
been landed on Darcey island on the Stli 
inst. with three daya' provisions, but 
without blankets. Dr. Davie at once 
proceeded to inform Dr. Fraaer of tbie. 
and to-day Sanitary Inspector Chipehaae 
will be despatched with a supply of pro- 
visions for the unfortunate so uncere- 
moniously dumped on the island. Dr. 
Clendennan may posaibly have acted in 
ignorance of the fact that Darcey island is 
under the Victoria health oflicer and that 
permission has first to be obtaineii from 
this city before a leper from any outside 
municipality of the province can be 
landed there. In any case, it looks on 
the face of it decidedly cruel to place the 
poor wretch there without blankets, al- 
though, in so far aa provisions are con- 
cerned, Dr. Clendennan supposed there 
was a good supply on hand. In this fie 
was not mistaken, for only three weeks 
ago a three months' supply was taken to 
the island, but once there the lepers 
divide them up, each man holding to his 
own share, as ho knows it will be three 
months more before he gets another 
stock, Consc()ueiiil)' the laat unfortun- 
ate will have to depend on the charity of 
the lep(!rB already on the island to keeji 
iiim from stiirviiig. Dr. Fraser, how- 
ever, has not wasted any time on red 
tape, but will see tliat tlie|unfortunate ia 
provided for and then let the city fix the 
expenae on those who Hhouhl pay lor the 
man'a keep on tin; iHlimd.

The ship has now brought 
over lUO tons of rice, "gunnies" and 
miscellaneous packages and she will 
load a large quantity of lumber. Twenty- 
hvo hundred tons of her outward cargo, 
consisting moetly of flour, beer and pre- 
served meats, is already on board, hav- 
ing been received at Portland.

Dr. McKechnie at- 
tended to the wound, extracted the bul- 
let and found Murphy little the worse 
for the shot.

The steamer Utopia wliicli liaa ariived 
back at Se;UtIo from Uvea and Skugwa}' 
brou2:lit amoiigdt lier pasBenyera nine 
packers who have all made from $100 to 
$100 after paying all expenses for three 
to five weeks' work. 

Frank Maldooi), of Chehalis, who baa 
been packing tlie eatiio tliat^aiiL-e from 
Dyea to Lxke Liiiderniaii, deckireJ in 
favor of the Dyea trail. ." It ia bard to 
get over," he said, " bat It ia not as 
had as it ia pictured. Au^ man cau 
carry over the summit in two weeks 
enongb suypLiee to last liim six luoiitha. 
Progresa on Skagway trail la made al- 
most impossible by the crowds asd tho 
mod. You will meet a dead horse every 
lOO yards. I have never seen money so 
flush as it was on the Dyea trail. 
Some of the men were making .'(20 and 
$30 a day. The kinfj of the piicUera was 
a blind Indian called Charlio. lie was 
sixty ye!>rfl old, but maunijod to carry 75 
puuiidb. His lO-vear-old aun pricked 'jri 
pounds, his clootciiinun ill) to (55 puuiuis, 
and two dogs 15 to L'5 panmia eiicli. Al- 
togfttht'r it was a ro^iular train, and tlie 
entire liunily, inirliuliiiH the dop;s, could 
take aliiioal 220 poiiiida, At 10 cents a 
pound tids would mean fSS for a ihiy'a 
trip from Dyea to Lake Liiiderinan. 
Bliiul (.'barley ia gettiiii,' i Jch aud tam- 
oiis. Another Indian carried a pack of 
'H)0 pounds to 1/ako Liiideniian ia one 
day, He was pliyaically a giant, aiui 
accomplished feats none of tho others 
could parallel, By that one day's 
work, at 40 cents a pound, be made .fSO. 

" Shoes costiug $8 iu Seattle wer.e sell- 
ing on the eammit of Ghilcoot Pass for 
$15, and a shoemaker named IMoran was 
getting $18 a pair for hall-soling. Horse- 
shoe nails on the summit sold for j;L 
each. Flour was worth $10 on the sum- 
mit and .•f25 at Lake Lirnlerniaii. At 
the lake few men were selling out. On 
iSepteml'iM- ;i a boat there was worth 
$5-5, and apace in one for a man and 
out lit of 1 ,rjt)0 pouiula was held at .i;250 
to $500." 

The Utopia left Skagwiiy September 
10 ,iud got in Wedneeday night at (i 
o'clock. Steamer Wilhunette left tho 
day before and was passed in Juneau, 
where she lay discharging freight. She 
baa hut few passengera for Seattle. 
She was delaved five days at Skagway 
unloading. The Queen was passed in 
Wrancel. The Queen and faralloa 
are both due in this port, and are ex- 
pected to-day. The Al-Ki and Rapid 
Transit were passed on the way up and 
are probably now at Skagwaj'. The 
schooner Moonlight, about wiiicli re- 
portBof trouble tiave been periodically 
received, has arrived at Skagway, dis- 
charged her passengers aad ia ou the re- 
turn voyage to Seattle. She will sail 
back. The Utopia on the round trip 
consumed fifteen days. She was hold at 
Bkfigwiiy two days. 

The pui'ser of the Utopia in an inter- 
view said : 

" A number of people are now i)re par- 
ing to winter at .Slcat;vvay. Tlie im- 
practicability of reactiing the Yukon at 
this late eeason even after the trail has 
been crossed and the lakes rcachtd la 
being recognized. Going in after the 
iree7.e-ui> ia a dangerous busiuesB. There 
are are times in the early winter when a 
thaw will break up the Yukon for 
stretches often miles or so, and the ice 
jiiiHiiing forms into high ridges, which 
caniial be passed. The beat route to 
take in winter, from all I have tiearcl, 
would be from Haines mlBsion, Pyramid 
harbor. This ia the starting point from 
whiidi cattle are driven tluring the sum- 
mer. 

" All along the Skagway trail, tents 
are np, and at the foot of the hrat hill if 
<)nite a seltleuient. in the town itstif 
the iidial)itant8 are figuring on housinj: 
theinselvea before the cold seta in. Ttiey 
want wood houics, and not tenta. 
Kough lumber ia selling at $:iO and ia in 
line demand at that tigure. Imagine 
the profit. It can be bought here ior 
$7 a thousand. Freight is $9 and lighter- 
age $3. TtiMt is $18 laid down in Skag 
way, and lit the profit ia $12. li 
is easy, however, to overdo a good 
thing and the market wouM be 
flooded by a large steamer load of luiii- 
l)er, as it was by tlie V\'illanK-tle\< big 
cary^i of bay. (Inuiirlaat trip hay uas 
wnidi.fd'i a ton. Afti'r (he SVillainetle 
rc'afbcd Skat' way it drnppetl lo ^2!) -i 
tun , I hough tlie ib-iiianil liad not tallcn

quite a drop from $30. 

"Every man at Skagway seema to 
have money. Anyone willing to work 
can easily make $5 a day unloading, 
packing, carpentering or in other wa\> 
A carpenter wlio iiad built a plain liJ.'c2U 
flint hou.ie told me that hia pay for tin 
job u as .$ir)U. 

" The whole town has been platted, 
and lota in the business centre an- 
worth .$100 to .fdOO. The uncertainty of 
titlcH. hov^ever, operates iif;ainat a real 
estate boom. Au ineiilent which came 
under my notice will ilhiBlrate, A. A 
Armstrong caitie down with us on Ih. 
trip before the last to get a stock of 
cigars, lie returned with us this hir-t 
time, and shortly alter going up town 
returned to tell us that his lot was iu 
nosaeobiou of a stranger, while hU teiii 
had disappeared. That was 9 o'clock 
in Ihi) evening, and he went up town 
with another tent looking for a vacant 
location. Tlie next day we found him 
v/vW situated with hia cigar stock, lie 
hud niiiiply si|nattiid on another inaii'a 
ilni inn t he owner's al).sence. Ho duiii'i, 
know wboae lot it was, but Heeined sal is- 
lied. I'liere ia no such thing a(iparotilly 
as title to land, it a man leavea Ida 
properly, even though it ho improved, 
long enough for a sciuatter to get ou ilie 
ground, it is gone. There are notices 
poflted everywIitTO. 'This lot held hy 
.lolia Urown,' or 'Smith,' or ' .Jonr.-,' 
but nobody jni ya any attention to such 
trifles. If thtira ia no one to stop him, 



the latest comer tears down the old sign 
and Bubstitutea Ida own nhingle." 

Parties iu business at Skagway are not 
anxious to sell out. First (Jtlicer Jlikc 
Powers, of tlie Utoi)ia, told a story oi u 
ilre. Gritfin, who keeps a restaurant iu 
the heart of the city. A stranger ap- 
proaelied her one afternoon and oll'ered 
a largo sum for tho property and busi- 
ness. Mrs. Grifliu refused in scorn, 
saying, according to Mike: " Come now, 
don't bother we ; I want to gut dinner 
for my boarders." I'owers declared that 
it was worth a man's life to refer to the 
highways of the newly platted city as 
roada. 'Phe natives designate them as 
" avenues."

Therefore the Municiiial Council of I lie

1. No building of any kind sliall lie used 
for a wash-lio\ise or laundry unless ample 
provision is made for the driiinnge of all 
slops and materials used in washing, to the 
satisfaction of the M«dical Health OlHcer 
or Sanitary Inspector for tlie time being of 
the City.

In (he one churchyard of the 
piirish I wo chiirclic.s arc to be .seen. .Serv- 
ice is cdiidurfcd throe times a %vc'cli in 
ouch of tlieso churches at tlie same liour. 

Tho deepest well in England is fonud 
at Hamilton, iu Hanipsbire. It stretoh- 
es 300 feet bi'lrnv tlin .surface of the 
earth. About iialf way down tliis -well 
shiift i.H a subway, three miles in length, 
which lends lo the .=eacoaHt. 

On the top (if tile jiarisli cliurch tow- 
er ill Bieknollcr, aumcrsetshire, i.s ti 
yew tree, now five feet high and stiil 
growing in n hardy fnsliion. It is geii- 
i rally lielicyed that the tree owes its 
origin to a i:ee(l dropped by a bird. 

Perhap.s tho uio.st splendidly deco- 
rated church iu the kingdom is that of 
Wliitley Court, Worcestershire. It is en- 
tirely coiiKtruetcd of white marble, tlie 
pewH are cliasttdy carved, and the jiul- 
pit in of geiiuini^ Carrara marble, richly 
paiieleti witli precious stones. 

Uu tho village green at Alcridou, in 
Warwicksliire, there is a large stone 
cross which is supposed to mark tbe 
central point of England. — Pearson's 
Magazine.

SHOEMAKERS OUT. 

Retaliation Upon a Machine Company for 
Assisting Factories Against the 
Operatives. 

Brockton, Masg., Se[)t. 17. — One 
thousand operators In the Chase lasting 
machine ehoa factories of Broukton and 
vicinity struck this morning. A conser- 
vative eBtimate of the number affected 
by the strike is 2,500. At thia moment 
there \b every jirobability of a i^enera! 
strike in both t!ie hiBllng ami eil>,'e- 
Betting departments of tlie various fac- 
tories. The strike is not against tlie 
manufBCturers, but aRaiust tlie Chase 
Company and its machine. AVhen the 
men left their work some time ago and 
demanded an increase in wages the 
Chase machine company sent its agents 
in the factory to take the Btrikere' 
places.

The following communication has beeii 
handed in for publication by a gentle- 
man who left Seattle on the Elba Ander- 
Bon en route for Dawson City for the 

purpose of starting a newspaper at that 
point. Eecognizing tiie futility of any 
attempt to reach Dawson this winter 
after the delays encountered owing to 
the nnseaworthlnesa of the boat, tlic 
writer returned on the Humboldt, and 
will postpone his attempt to get into the 
Yukon until the spring : 

To Tin; Editoic: — About the first week 
in August the following announcement 
was painted on a large streainer and 
hung aeroea tlie sidewalk on one of the 
principal buainesg thoroughfares of Seat- 
tle : 

" The Yukon Transportation Co. The 
steamer Eliza Anderson will sail 
for Dawson City via St. Michael's on or 
about August 8th or 10th, Office down 
stairs." 

To the citizens of Seattle the "aXo. 
1 " (V; Bteaniship Eliza Anderson was 
too well know there, but the people who 
took passage on this boat, were, with 
three or four exceptions, from the East, 
ArkaneaB, Kentucky, Colorado, New 
York, Indiana, and several other states 
being represented. Ther«4 were were 7',) 
paasenpers on the Anderson, who paid 
lares varying from ifl50 to $200 each for 
lirst-clasB passage to Dawson City. Let 
us see how they fared. The Anderson 
can accommodate about 55 paasengers 
with berths, including Hteerace; in issu- 
ing the tickets as many as eight or nine 
were allotted to rooiua that would only 
hold three and on that memorable night 
of August 10, 1897, when the old Eliza 
Anderson, whose rotten frame had been 
strengthened by a coat of cheap paint, 
left|lbe dock accompanied by a convoy 
cjneisting of the river boat Jlerwin, the 
barge Polly — about the same age as the 
Anderson — and the vessel W. J. Bryant, 
all in tow by the tug Ilolyoke, the reader 
can imagine the confusion amongst 
passengers and parsers. The sleeping 
accommoiatioQ given to many was dis- 
graceful. Some of the fortunatea who 
B cu ei a berth fared fairly well, but 
others slept on the floor and some on 
seats — any old place had to go. Tlio 
paseengess were told the boat woukl 
reach St. Michael's in fifteen days nt the 
outside, but they reached Dutch Harbor 
the twenty-fifth day out. The outfit 
journeyed along up the inside passage 
stopping at different points for ditlereiit 
reasons — fuel and water, and once, tor 
sometime on account of a grate faUing 
out of one of the furnaces. Let me here 
eay that Ihe water tanks on the boat 
were unfit for use on account of leaking, 
the water supply being intolerable until 
Meilakabtla was reached where some 
good tanks were obtained. 
, On Friday, August 20, we struck out 
across the ocean with the convoy close 
up, resembling a funeral procesHion, the 
Anderson acting the part of hearse, the 
convoy being the mourners, which 
nearly proved true. On ^londay, 2;hxl, 
we encountered a sou'wester and for 72 
botus lOG souls all told were momen- 
tarily expecting to meet a watery grave. 
Had it not been for the assistance of the 
passengers nothing could have averted 
it ; the boat was taking water and the 
pumps of the old machine refused to 
work, then temporary pumps were con- 
structed and for 48 hours the passengers 
worked with a will, some at the pumps, 
while others assisted the officers and 
crew in various duties, and between 
the snapping of the clieapside 
rudder cfiaiiiE, the bracing up of the 
weakening eidea of the boat and pump- 
ing 01 water, it was very inlcreeting. 
Among the i)aSBeiiger8 wlio rendered 
valuable services to the oflicers of the 
boat at this time were Meaars, Baker, 
Ting ley, Grant, Price and several others. 
On the morning of ttie second day of 
the storm the people of the Anderson 
were liorrified to aee the convoy in trou- 
ble; the Merwin had broken loose and 
was adrift with eight or ten souls on 
board, one of whom was a lady. Hovf 
eagerly we watched the helpless craft 
tumbling about, one moment in tlie 
trough of the sea aud the next broadside 
on the crest of tlie wave, but the brave 
Captain Clinuer and crow were on the 
Holyoke and with true lieroi = ia they 
stuck tcj the task of pickiiit; 
up the Merwiiiand takhig her Rufely in 
tow auain. Tlie conduct of (Japtain 
dinger and her crew ia to be highly 
coiiHiicnded. During this gale we liad 
been blown back a couaiderable dia- 
tfMice — some estimate it at lOil iiiilea; 
we then inade for Kodiak, the iicaioHt 
laiui, to get coal. Thia placu ia oOO or 
tidO miles from Dutch Harbor, and autli- 
cient coal could have been had here to 
take us to the latter place, but through 
some miBmanagement the supply ran 
out when we were about 160 miles 
from Dutch Harbor. Now came another 
critical time. A crew was being prepared 
to get into a email boat an<l sail for 
i>utch Harbor, Kit) miles distant, for 
aaeiatance, while the Anderson was tn 
anchor in the shelter of the land until 



such assistance arrived, but just vrhen 
all was about ready for the crew to de- 
part a small sail was sighted. We ap- 
proached within hailing distance and 
found a lonely liaherman and took liim 
on board. It seemed like an act of provi- 
dence, for upon being questioned this 
man directed the captain to a place only 
a few miles distant where there was a 
deserted cluster of houses and a quantity 
of coal. The Anderson anchored about 
a quarter of a mile from shore, and amid 
a downpour of rain daring the afternoon 
the passengers and crewsecnied a ouan- 
titv of coal and old planks sufficient to 
t ike the "Al" (?) boat to Dutch Harbor, 
bat wo remained here 24 hours after 
taking on coal and water owing to a 
breeze blowing which the Aiulereou 
could not stand after tlie shaking up it 
had received. Wo arrived at Dutch 
Harbor the t!5th day out from Seattle. 
The iieoiile of thia iilace were amazed ut 
our appearance, na we were overdue and 
given up for lost, ami the naval olKcera 
Btationed here wore appalled at the sight 
of such a craft undertaking a voyage of 
thia kind. These ollicera, 1 understand, 
stepped in and expressed their opiu'.ou 
that tlie Anderson should be condemned. 
The passengers held a, meetini; and de- 
cided to charter a vessel — the BaranofF— 
to cross the Behring sea to St. Michaera, 
which cost $1,600, the passengers sub- 
scribed 41,000 and the company, I un- 
derstand, $600. When all arrangements 
were concluded the passengers set to 
work transferring outfits from the con- 
demned " A No. 1 " (?) Bteamship to the 
eclioouer in which they hope to reach 
St. Michael's. It ia now e.xpected that 
it will he next .Tune before they get up 
the river, Thia ia a misfortune, and the 
Y. T. Co. are alone responsible for it, 
by inviting the public to take i)aESiigeon 
a boat that was unfit to make a trip of 
this kind, being unseaworthy and very 
far from properly equipped.

THE TRADE REVIEWS. 

Business Throughout the Country Has In- 
creased More Than Anticipated. 

IJ^Kw YouK, Sept. 17.— R. G. Dun 
Co. 'a weekly review of trade to-morrow 
will say: «'The end of the bituminous 
coal strike and the return of many of the 
men to work at advanced wages adds to 
the purchasing power of the people, and 
the anthracite strike allects not a fifth as 
many workers. The starting of many 
mines and works, the enormous exports 
of wheat and corn, the favorable news as 
to the crop of cotton, the fall in sterling 
e.xicbango and the report showing that 
gold imports began in August exceeding 
exports by .1i2,390,587, while uiercbandiso 
exports exceeded imports by .'(40,953, 753, 
have all contributed to forward 
the improvement in business. Some 
who could tee no signs of improvement 
a few weeks ago, are now finding them 
so fast and rapid that they fear reaction. 
The iron industry shows increasing de- 
mand and an average of prices nearly 
one per cent, higher, due to purchasing 
by consDmers. The abipments of boots 
and shoes from Boston are 23 per cent, 
larger than for the same week of Sep- 
tember last year, which in turn exceeded 
those of any previous year. Bat business 
is mainly for quick delivery and orders 
for spring goods are still very 
much retarded by uncertainty about 
future prices. While leather ia 
hfcld firmly in spite of decreasing 
business, hides at Chicago have taken 
a turn downward, declining an average 
of ■'a per cent, for the last week. Actual 
buying of wool by mills is iucreaeiiig at 
all markets, with the belief that foreign 
supplies are short. Failures for the 
week have been '204 in the United Slatea 
against 317 last year, and 10 in Canada 
against 32 last year." 

Bradstreet's to-morrow will say: 
NotwUhBtanding unseasonably warm 
weather and the appearance of yellow 
fever in several Gulf states checking 
locally the distribution of merchandise, 
business throughout the country 
has increased more than antici- 
pated. Tha centre of improvement 
ia Chicago, which furnishes the 
most favorable trade report within 
live years. Advices from Kaneaa City, 
Omaha, St. Paul and St. Louis also re- 
flect activity in demand among jobbers 
and wholesalers. There is a temporary 
stimulus to business at Savannah owing 
to withdrawal of competition from nier- 
chnnta at towns now cut off by the 
yellow fever quarantine. Chattanooga, 
Memphis, Atlanta, Augusta, Galveston 
and even Si. Louis anticipate a falling 
ofl' in buaineas owing to the interruption 
of traffic in the Gulf States and adjoin- 
ing territory. The practical settlement 
of the bituminous coal strike, and a fur- 
ther rising tide of demand for iron and 
ateel products, and reports that mer- 
cantile collections have improved, con- 
stitute the feature of the week. 

Prices for thirty of the more important 
ataples continue to show pronounced 
Htreiigth, only seven being lower than 
last week, including wheat, wheat flour, 
Indian corn, lard and pork, the result of 
a natural reaction for preceding ad- 
vancBB, and lead aud cotton, which have 
begun to move more freely. Unchanged 
prices are reported in copper, coal, print 
cloths, leather hides, oats and for wool, 
which remains very strong with an up- 
ward tendency, Higher prices are given 
for sugar, rice, coffee, butter, eggs, pota- 
toes and canned goods among food pro- 
ducts. For woollen goods for spring de- 
livery, for some grades men's slioes, 
whiskej', white and yellow jiine lumber, 
iron and sle^l bars, southern and Beasi- 
nier pig iron, aud for steel billets. 

INCIDENTS OF BALLOOXING. 

A Rhode Island Aeronaut Has a Very £:(- 
citing Experience. 

West Misot, Maine, Sept. 17. — Mr. 

Allen, the Providence, R. I., aeronaut, 
started in his balloon yesterday about 
three mile.-i from St. Johnabury with hiB 
daughter. After cruising around a short 
time, lie let her out of the basket near 
St. Johnaliury. He started again antl 
was caught in a thunder storm, drifting 
towarda the White Mountaiiis. Mr. 
.•Mien was stopped by the anchor catch- 
ing in trees and was held there three 
hours, when the fury ol the storm broke 
hi in away. He drifted about until he 
passed over Lewiston, several hundred 
miles from his starting place. Mr, 
Ward Harrington, of West Minot, bear- 
ing cries for help ran out and catching 
hokl of the anchor rope, succeeded, witli 
the help of neiglibora in pulling Mr. 
Allen to earth once more. Mr. Allen 
anticipates returnibg in his balloon to 
St. .lohnabury as soon as the wind is 
favorable.
